HISTORICAL  NOTICE 


OF  THE 

ESSEX  INSTITUTE. 


On  visiting  any  institution,  the  Jlrst  questions  suggested,  are,  its 
objects  and  its  utility;  these  have  been  frequently  discussed,  partic- 
ularly in  notices  of  institutions  of  a  similar  organization  to  our  own, 
and  their  importance  is  universally  admitted  The  second  relate  to 
the  history  of  the  institution,  and  are  modified  by  circumstances  pe- 
culiar to  each.  The  inquiry  is  frequently  made.  Whence  sprang 
these  libraries  and  these  collections?  How  are  they  sustained?  To 
Avhom  are  due  the  inception  and  development  of  plans  that  have 
produced  these  results?  The  consideration  of  these  and  kindred 
subjects  is  the  object  of  the  present  notice. 

THE  ESSEX  KSTITUTE 
was  formed  in  1818,  by  the  union  of  the  Essex  Historical  and  the 
Essex  Couuly  Natural  History  Societies, 

ESSEX  HISTOEIOAL  SOCIETY. 

TIjc  Rev.  William  Bentley,  D.  D.,  the  distinguished  antiquarian 
and  scholar,  of  Salem,  died  December,  1819.  During  his  pastorate 
in  tlils  place  for  nearly  forty  years,  he  made  a  large  and  valuable  col- 
lection of  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  tS:c.,  illustrative  of  the 
liistory  of  this  section  of  New  England.  A  desire  to  obtain  and  se- 
cure for  Salem  this  collection,  amassed  with  so  much  care,  prompt- 
ed the  idea  of  the  formation  of  the  Historical  Society. 

Application  Avas  made  to  the  executor  of  the  estate,  who  stated 
that  if  a  suitable  society  should  be  formed  for  their  reception  and 
safe  keeping,  he  would  place  them  in  its  charge.  AVith  this  encour- 
agement, and  mainly  through  the  exertions  of  George  A.  AVard, 
several  gentlemen  held  a  meeting  on  the  21st  of  April,  1821,  Hon. 
Joseph  Story  presiding,  and  formed  themselves  into  an  association 
under  the  name  of  the  J^sscx  Historical  Socictt/,  Avhose  object  should 
be  to  cooperate  with  other  kindred  societies  in  collecting  and  pre- 
serving all  authentic  memoiials  relating  to  the  civil  history  of  Essex 
county,  and  the  eminent  men  who  have  resided  within  its  limits, 
from  its  first  settlement;  also,  all  facts  relating  to  its  natural  his- 
tory and  topography ;  and  thus  to  provide  the  most  ample  materials 
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tor  an  aullientk-  liistory  ol'  tliis  part  of  oui'  CominoiiweaUh.  It 
was  supposed  that  much  valuable  intormation,  of  a  purely  local  na- 
ture, would  thus  be  collected,  Avliich  from  the  peculiar  relations  of 
this  county  to  the  country  at  large,  especially  in  its  early  history, 
would  possess  a  great  and  general  interest.  At  this  meeting  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  prepare  a  constitution  and  report  at  an  ad- 
journed meeting  which  took  place  on  the  28th  inst. ;  the  report  was 
then  accepted  and  otlicers  elected  in  conformity  tliereto.  Tlie 
standing  conunittce  was  also  directed  to  prepare  and  present  a  pe- 
tition, to  the  l^egislature,  for  an  act  of  incorporation.

should  best  secure  those  inestimable  blessings;  and  being  soliciLous 
to  transmit  to  posterity  all  memorials  which  shall  tend  to  pei-petuate 
tiie  remembrance  of  those  distinguished  men,  more  especially  of 
such  as  were  conspicuous  in  tlie  county  where  your  petitioneis  re- 
side, which  is  the  most  ancient  settlement  in  the  territory  originall}' 
known  by  the  name  of  Massachusetts;  have  formed  Lhemsehes  into 
an  association,  under  the  name  of  the  Essi:x  llisToracAL  Sociktv, 
the  object  of  which  is,  to  cooperate  with  other  institutions  of  the 
like  nature,  in  collecting  and  preserving  all  authentic  memorials  relat- 
ing to  the  civil  liistory  of  the  county  of  Essex,  and  the  eminent 
men  who  have  been  inhabitants  of  it,  from  its  tirst  seUlement,  as 
well  as  all  facts  relating  to  its  natural  history  and  topography;  and 
thus  to  provide  the  most  ample,  materials  for  an  authentic  history  of 
this  part  of  our  common  .vealth. 

Your  petiti()ners  therefore  pray,  that  tliey  may,  for  the  more  or- 
dei-ly  conduc  ting  of  their  alfairs,  1)e  made  a  corporation,  with  all 
necessary  powers  for  carrying  into  etfect  the  design  of  their  associ- 
ation;  and  as  in  duty  l)ound  will  ever  pray,

Tiie  lirst  corporate  meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday,  the  27th 
June,  1821,  and  the  society  was  organizeil,  pursuant  to  their  Act  of 
Incorporation,  by  the  adoption  of  a  C'onstitutio]i  and  the  choice  of 
o!lic(;rs  to  .serve  until  the  lirst  anmial  meeting  on  the  (Uh  of  Septem- 
ber, in  commemoration  of  the  day  of  the  landing  of  (Jovernor  Endi- 
cott,  at  Salem,  in  1(;2.'^.  The  venerable  and  learned  Dv.  E.  Augustus 
llolyoke,  who  always  took  the  most  lively  interest  in  whatever 
concerned  American  literatnre  and  science,  was  elected  the  lirst 
I'resident,  and  presided  at  this  meeting. 
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Constitution. 

Akt.  I.  The  Society  shall  be  cilled  The  Essex  Historical  Society^ 
and  shall  consist  of  resident  and  lionorary  members,  tlie  former  of 
whom  shall  be  persons  residing  within  the  connty  of  Essex. 

Aiir.  JI.  The  object  of  the  society  shall  bt  ,  to  procure  and  pre- 
serve whatever  relates  to  the  topography,  antiquities,  and  natural, 
civil  and  ecclesiastical  history  of  the  county  of  Essex. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice 
president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a 
treasurer,  a  librarian  and  cabinet-keeper,  and  nine  ti'ustees,  of  which 
the  president  and  vice  president  shall  ro:  r///(rio  be  two ;  and  all  the 
otlicers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  socie- 
ty, on  the  sixth  day  of  September. 

Art.  IV.  It  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  receive  dona- 
tions, and  to  manage  and  superintend  all  ihe  concerns  of  the  socie- 
ty ;  they  shall  hold  meetings  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require,  and 
at  the  annual  meeting  on  ihe  sixth  day  of  September  they  shall 
make  a  report  in  writing  of  the  transactions  of  ihe  precedmg  year. 

Aur.  V.  Four  meetings  of  the  society  shall  be  held  at  Salem  in 
every  year;  the  llrst  meeiing,  at  which  thi!  ollicers  shall  be  chosen, 
shall  be  on  the  sixth  day  of  September,  being  the  day  of  the  land- 
ing of  Gov  Endicott  at"  Salem.  A.  1).  ICl'S;  provided  htnniur,  that 
when  that  day  shall  happen  on  Sunday,  the  meeting  shall  be  holden 
on  the  Tuesday  following;  the  other  meetings  on  the  first  Tues- 
days of  Decen'iber,  March  and.Tuue;  and  special  meetings  nuiy  be 
called  at  the  same  place  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  the  vice 
president,  on  tlie  application  of  the  trustees,  by  publishing  a  no- 
li lication  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Salem.  The  President,  and 
in  his  absence  the  vice  president,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings. 

Aiir.  VI.    Each  resident  member  shall,  upon  his  admission,  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  doUars. 

Aur.  VII.    The  meaibers  of  the  society  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot, 
at  a  Stat  "d  meeting  of  the  society;  but  no  person  shall  be  aduiitted  . 
as  a  meml)er,  unkss  he  has  been  nominated  at  some  stated  meeting 
precedin-r  that  at  which,  the  vole  sliall  be  taken  for  his  ailmission. 

Aur.  VIII.    rive  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for  holding  any 
meeting. 

The  following  circular  was  distributed  among  the  friends  of  the 
society. 

The  object  of  the  Essex  Historical  Society  is,  as  stated  in  the  2d 
article  of  the  constitution,"  to  procure  and  preserve  whatever  re- 
lates to  the  topography,  anticiuities,  and  natural,  civil  and  ecclesias- 
tical history,  of  the  c(nintv  of  Essex."  Members  of  the  society,  and 
orher  persons  who  feel  a  desire  to  i)romote  these  inteiestmg  and 
i  uportant  purposes,  will  gratify  th(.'  society  by  aiding  m  obtammg 
c  jllectlons,  tor  its  use,  of  the  following : 

1  Topo-'-raphical  sketches  of  the  towns  and  parishes  where  they 
reside  or  with  which  thev  are  pariicularly  acMpiainted  ;  nicludmg  an 
accou-tt  of  the  soil,  agriculture,  manufactures,  conmierce.  remarka- 
ble building i,  natural  curiosities  and  statistics  of  such  places. 


2.  Sketches  of  the  liistory,  civil  and  ecclesiastical,  of  such  towns 
niKl  parishes,  and  as  far  as  may  he  Avith  niiiuUe  references  to  dates, 
and  biographical  notices  of  the  ministers,  lawyei's,  pliysicians,  and 
other  most  distinguished  men,  who  were  horn  or  have  resided  therein. 

^5  Original  letters,  documents  and  pa^iers  illustrating  any  of  these 
sul)jects,  i)articularly  such  as  were  written  ))y  distinguished  n;en  at 
lionie  or  al)road,  which  show  the  private  ludjits,  manners  or  pursuits 
of  our  ancestors,  or  are  connected  with  tlie  public  history  of  this 
county,  or  of  tins  commonwealth. 

4.  Portraits  of  distinguished  persons  wlio  Avere  born  or  have  re- 
sided in  this  county,  or  were  connected  with  the  history  of  the  com- 
monwealth, particularly  tlie  portraits  of  our  ancestors,  and  of  dis- 
tinguished jx'rsons  in  England,  of  tlie  same  age. 

5.  Sermons,  orations,  occasional  discourses  and  addresses,  books 
and  pami»idets.  jninted  in  the  commonwealth,  and  especially  such 
as  have  been  written  by  persons  born  or  residing  within  the  com- 
nionwi-alili. 

(;.  besides  these  the  society  will  receive  donations  of  any  ether 
books.  pan)phlets,  portraits,  manuscripts  and  printed  documents, 
with  wincli  any  gentleman  may  phase  to  faA  our  tin  m ;  and  in  all 
ca>es,  unless  otherwise  recpiesled,  the  donor's  name  will  beenteied  in 
the  recoriN  of  the  donations  of  the  society.

Notwithstanding  the  disappointment  in  not  obtaining  the  Ecntley 
l):ip«'r"<,  which  were  otherwise  distributed,  the  zeal  anil  ability  of  the 
iu(Mut)ers  and  their  friends,  in  i\  short  time  gathered  together  a  gocd 
c-oMoclloM  of  portraits  and  curiosities,  illustrative  of  the  early  histoiy 
of  Uic  county,  and  n  nucleus  of  a  library  containing  llles  of  seveial 
ncwjipaiHTM,  paniphh't.s,  j)ublic  documents,  &c.  These  were  first  de- 
poalU'd  In  K.^scx  riacf,  then  in  the  room  over  the  Salem  Eajik,  and 
afterwards  In  Lawrence  Place,  until  the  union. 

On  the  Cth  of  September,  1825,  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting, 
Hon.  Leverett  Saltonstall  delivered  a  public  address  before  the 
Sjclety,  In  tlie  llrst  Church,  which  was  well  received.  This  c'.is- 
conrse  was  never  printed. 

On  Thursday,  tlie  18th  of  September,  1828,  the  society  celebrated 
In  a  public  manner,  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  Governor 
Endicott  and  his  band  of  lUlgrims  at  Nt.umker.g.  The  day  Avas  un- 
commonly fine ;  a  vast  concourse  of  strangers,  many  of  the  llrst  dis- 
tinction, Avere  present ;  the  venerable  Dr.  Ilolyoke,  Avho  had  seen  his 
100th  birth  day,  presided.  The  military  escort,  the  eloquent  address 
by  Hon.  Joseph  Story  at  the  North  Church,  the  rich  intellectual 
and  social  banquet  at  Ilamiltonliall ;  these  and  other  interesting  in- 
cidents connected  therewith  render  tin;  occasion  one  to  be  long  re- 
membered iu  the  annals  of  the  society.

Occasioually  articles  of  a  similar  import  Avere 
pui)lished  in  the  newspapers,  but  no  deiinite  action  Avas  taken  until 
December,  ],s;;3,  wlienon  the  eveniui,^  of  Saturday,  the  Utli  inst.,  a 
meetin-of  tliose  friendly  to  this  project  -was  held,  M'hich  resulted  in 
(he  organization  of  the  Essex  County  A'atural  History  Society, 
Dr.  A.  NichoN,  of  Danvers,  rrcsidcnt,  and  ,1.  ]\L  Ives,  of  Salem, 
Secretary. 

The  following;  circular  was  printed  and  circulated  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  oruanizatiou  of  a  Society  of  Natural  History. 

Salem,  Jan'y  1,  1834. 
To  promolo  more  generally  the  study  of  :Natural  History  in  the 
County  of  Esslx,  a  Society  has  been  lately  formed,  the  Constitution 
of  which  is  Ixjlbre  you.  It  is  projjosed  to  procure,  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, a  Library  consisting  of  standard  works,  and  a  Cabinet  of  Spec- 
imens in  Natural  History,  and  especially  as  complete  a  collection  as 
possible  «»f  the  Natural  productions  of  Essex  County.  Hi  this  de- 
sign your  aid  is  respecti'ully  solicited.  You  are  requested  to  invite 
>iicli  of  your  fi'ieuds  ami  a(  (luaintance  as  may  feel  an  interest  in  the 
promotion  of  this  object,  or  a  taste  for  sucli  studies,  to  sul)scril)e 
the  Con--tilulioii  and  become  members.  Ladies  you  will  perceive 
are  not  excluded,  and  it  is  anticipated  tliat  they  will  contribute 
much  to  tlie  success  of  the  Society.  Several  in  Salem  have  already 
Itecome  Mil)scril)ers.  JJonatious  in  money,  books,  draAvings,  or 
specimens  of  the  productions  of  the  three  kingdoms  in  Nature,  es- 
pccialiy  such  as  ill'ist  rale  the  Natural  History  of  the  County.  M  ill  lie 
gi  ali-liilly  rict  ivcd  and  carefidly  appropriated  and  preser\ ed .  Ji  is 
intended  lo  make  it  a  Coun.ty  Society,  and  although  the  Library  and 
the  (.Collections  musl  lia\  c'  a  local  haljitation,  of  more  convenient  ac- 
cesN  to  some  than  to  othe  rs,  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  extend  the 
beiietits  as  (  (iiiall^-  as  jxissible  among  all  tliat  contribute  to  its  means 
of  nsefubiesN.  Communications  on  the  location,  lia])its  and  uses  of 
minerals,  plants,  and  tiie  various  tribes  of  Animated  Nature,  ai'e  al- 
si)  solicited.

Article  II. 

The  oflk-ers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President;  a  first  and  sec- 
ond Viee-l'resident;  a  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Treasurer;  and 
a  Librarian,  who  shall  also  be  Cabinet  Keeper. 

Article  111. 

Tlie  President,  Secretary,  and  Caljinet  Keeper,  with  four  others 
chosen  by  the  Society  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  the  Curators,  who 
bliall  have  the  management  of  all  the  concerns  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  directions  of  ^the  Society. 

Article  IV. 

Tlie  oUlccrs  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting  by  ballot. 
Aritcle  V. 

The  annual  assessment  for  each  member  shall  be  two  doll:<rs. 
Article  VI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altci  cd,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
nu'inl)ers  present,  at  any  re;:;ular  meeting  of  tlie  Society,  notice  be- 
ing givi-n  of  the  intended  alteration. 

Article  VII. 

The  mode  of  calling  the  meeting,  and  giving  notice  of  the  same, 
shall  be  determined  bv  a  majori'v  of  the  Curators. 

Article  VIII. 

.\ny  jHTson  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  signing  the 
rou^tlliitlon,  and  l>ayiiig  the  annual  assessment. 

Auticli:  IX. 

MrinbiTH  nmy  be  expelled  from  this  Society,  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fouriliH  of  the  mciuhois  l)re^^.'nt,  at  the  annual  meeting. 
Article  X. 

The  Annunl  Meeting  shall  be  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  June. 
Article  XI. 

Any  person  may  become  a  life  mendier  of  this  Society,  by  the 
payiiu'Ut  of  twenty  dollars,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  annual 
ussessmenl. 

Article  XII. 

Corresponding  members,  residing  out  of  the  County,  shall  be  cho- 
sen by  ballot,  after  having  been  nominated  at  a  meeting,  previous 
to  that  on  which  the  ballot  is  taken. 


In  furtherance  of  these  objects  of  the  Society,  a  meeting  was  held 
lu  Topslleld  on  Wednesday,  10th  of  April,  1834,  to  complete  the  or- 
L'-anization  by  the  appointment  of  committees,  &c.  Specimens  in 
the  various  branches,  with  apparatus  for  their  collection,  were  ex- 
hibited and  illustrated  by  William  Cakes  of  Ipswich,  Dr.-  Andrew 
Nichols  of  Danvers,  and  others.

Nu'iiOLs,  William  Oakks,  and  William  ruKscivrr,  and  their  assori- 
atL'S.  are  hereby  made  a  eorporation,  by  the  name  of  ilie  Knskx 
Cou-NTY  Nati'ilvl  IlisTOiiY  Sociiorv,  for  rhe  purpose  ol"  i)roniotinic, 
the  Seieiice  of  Natural  Ili.story,  with  all  the  powers  and  ]>rivilenes,

The  Cabinets  and  T>ibrary  were  first  deposited  in  Essex  Place; 
Monday,  Dec.  21,  183."),  removed  to  Franklin  Euildini>-;  Dec.  C,  18;57, 
to  Masonic  Hall,  in  Chase's  Euildin^,^  Washiniiton  Street;  and  to 
rickman  Place,  Oct.  31,  1845>,    here  they  remained  until  the  union. 

Soon  after  its  organization  the  attention  of  the  Society  Avas  direct- 
ed to  horticulture.  Its  rooms  were  opened  occasionally  durini^ 
every  season,  greater  or  less  frequency  as  circumstances  Avonld 
permit,  for  exhiltitions  of  Fruits  and  Flowers— these  have  not  been 
ctmllned  to  the  products  of  the  garden  or  the  greenhouse,  those  llo- 
ral  treasures  which  horticulture  has  introduced  from  foreign  climes  ; 
but  many  of  the  rare  and  curious  pliints,  congeners  to  our  own  for- 
ests, mountains,  lakes  and  rivers,  have  atlbrded  an  interesting  attrac- 
tion to  these  floral  displays. 

The  tirst  exhibition  took  place  on  Friday,  July  11,  1834.  The  first 
general  exhibition,  whicli  continuetl  for  several  days,  occuned  on 
Tuesuay  and  Wednesday,  September  14th  and  ir)th,  1841;  at  tluit 
time  the  number  of  contributors  was  seventy-six;  about  three  hun- 
dred plates  of  fruit  were  placed  on  the 'tables,  comprising  one  hun- 
dred and  tifty-three  varieties,  viz, :  ninety-four  of  Pears,  twenty-tive 
of  Apples,  ten  of  Peaches,  eight  of  Plums,  eight  of  Grapes,  four  of 
Melons,  two  of  Quinces,  one  of  Nectarines  and  one  of  Filberts. 
Since  that  tune,  exhibitions  have  been  lield  to  wliich  contributions 
have  been  received  from  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  individuals, 
and  two  thousand  dishes  or  baskets  of  Fruit  placed  upon  the  tables, 
consisting  of  six  hundred  and  sixty-nine  varieties,  viz. :  of  Pears 
three  hundred  and  twenty-seven ;  Apples  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  ;  of  Peaches  eighty-two  ;  of  Plums  twenty-three  ;  of  Grapes  forty- 
one  ;  of  Quinces,  Nectarines,  Figs  and  Melons,  three  each ;  of  Orau- 
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{res,  Lemons,  and  European  Walnuts,  one  each.  The  above  compar- 
ison indicates  that  these  exliibitions  have  been  instrumental  in  dif- 
fiisini,'.  through  the  community,  a  more  general  and  extensive  taste 
for  horticultural  pursuits. 

.\t  tlie  annual  meeting  in  June,  1836,  Mr.  John  Lewis  Russell  deliv- 
on-d  a  public  address  in  Franklin  Hall.  This  was  printed,  consti- 
tuting the  tirst  article  in  the  Journal  of  the  Society.

During  the  Winter  of  1837  &  8,  a  course  of  six  lectures  were  de- 
Hveri-d,  under  the  direction  of  tlie  Society;  the  1st,  Dec.  11th,  by 
Dr.  A.  Nichols,  on  the  I'oetry  of  Natural  History;  ^d,  Hec.  18th,  by 
Thomas  Spencer,  on  the  introduced  plants  of  Salem  and  vicinity; 
3d,  January  1st,  by  II.  K.  Olixcr,  on  Bees;  4th,  January  15th,  by  ]Jr. 
W.  J'rcscoli.  on  the  (ieology  of  the  Southern  portion  of  Essex 
CDunty;  ."itii,  ]\Iarch  iL'th,  l)y  H.  Colman,  on  the  pleasures  and  ad- 
vantages Mf  airricultural  life  ;  0th,  March  L^Gth.by  J.  L.  Kussell,  on  Ge- 
»)logy.  In  July,  Ls;)8,  ISIr.  J.  L.  lUissell  delivered  a  course  of  lec- 
tures on  Botany,  to  a  private  class,  in  the  Society's  rooms. 

During  the  autunni  of  18-17,  tiie  Historical  and  Natural  History 
Societies  held  several  meetings  to  etl'ect  a  union.  A  joint  commit- 
tee was  ai)pointed  to  draft  a  plan  to  serve  as  a  basis  of  organization. 
The  plan  otlered  by  the  committee  was  accepted  by  the  Societies,  at 
a  meeting  held  on  January  Hth,  18-18.  'J'lie  Act  of  Incorporation 
from  the  Legislature  was  obtained  in  Eebruary  of  the  same  year, 
ami  on  the  tirst  of  March  following,  by  its  acceptance,  the  Essex 
L\>Trn.-TE  was  oriranized.

AN  ACT 

TO  INCOUl'diATK  THE 

THE  ESSEX  INSTITUTE. 

Bp.  it  enacted  brj  the.  Senate  and  Ilonae  of  Bepresentatives,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  b>j  the  author  ti/  of  the  same,  as  fullovs : 

Sect.  1.  Tlie  members  of  the  Essex  Historical  Society,  and  the 
members  of  the  Essex  County  Natural  History  Society,  together 
with  such  persons,  as  may  hereafter  associate  witli  tliem,  are  here- 
by made  a  corporation  by  tlie  name  of  tlie  "Essex  Institute;"  with 
all  the  powers  and  priviley:es,  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  con- 
tained in  the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  tlie  Revised  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  hold  real  estate  to  the  amount  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate,  exclusive  of  thel)0()ks, 
papers,  and  ar.icles  iu  the  cabinets  ol'  said  corpoiation,  to  the 
amount  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Essex  Institute  shall  have  for  its  object  the  ad- 
vancement of  horticulture,  in  addition  to  the  objects  fol-  which  the 
Essex  Historical  Society  aiitl  tiie  Essex  County  Natural  History 
Society  were  incorporated. 

Six-T.  4.  All  i)roperty  now  owned  by  said  Essex  Historical 
Society,  and  said  Essex  County  Natural  History  Society,  and  all 
property  tliat  may  accrue  to  either  of  said  societies,  shall  belon-,'  to 
the  Essex  Institute. 

SiX'T.  5.  All  donations  and  bequests  which  may  have  been  made 
to  the  Essex  Historical  Society,  or  to  the  Essex  County  Natural 
History  Society,  shall  accrue  to,  and  become  the  property  of,  the 
Essex  Institute,  and  shall  be  devoted  to  the  objects  for  which  such 
donation  or  bequest  was  made. 

Si;cr.  G.  The  income  from  the  funds  of  the  Essex  Historical 
Society  shall  be  devoted  to  tlni  objects  of  the  historical  department, 
and  the  income  from  the  funds  of  Llie  Essex  County  Natural  History 
Society  shall  be  devoted  to  tlu;  objects  of  luitural  histoiy,  or  horti- 
dulture  :  ;y/'of/(/tY/,  hoxcever,  if  the  said  corporation  shall  at  any  time 
Ije  in  arrears  iu  meeting  its  current  expenses,  from  the  sums  receiv- 
ed from  annual  assessments,  the  income  from  the  historical  funds 
and  the  income  from  the  natural  history  funds,  shall  be  applied,  pro 
rata,  to  meet  the  delicieiicy. 

Sect.  7.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  funds 
which  belonged  to  the  Essex  Historical  Society  and  to  the  Essex 
County  Natural  History  Society,  under  the  direction  of  a  tlnance 
connuittee,  to  be  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  8.  Tlie  lil>rary  and  cabinets  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
kept  in  the  city  of  Salem. 

Sect.  0.  The  Essex  Institute  shall  be  liable  for  all  the  debts  due 
from  the  Essex  Historical  Society  and  from  the  Essex  County  Natu- 
ral History  Society. 

Sect.  10.  The  president  of  the  Essex  Historical  Society,  or  tlie 
president  of  the  Essex  County  Natural  History  Society,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  notify  the  lirst  meeting  of  the  Essex  Institute,  by  au 
advertisement  thereof,  under  his  hanil,  for  seven  days  before  such 
meeting,  iu  any  newspaper  printed  iu  the  city  of  Salem. 
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SiXT.  U.  This  act  sliall  take  cftect  from  and  after  its  adoption 
by  tlic  E.-i.sox  Historical  Society  and  the  Essex  County  Natural  His- 
tory Society,  at  meetings  of  the  two  societies  lield  for  tliat  i)urpo>e; 
tmd  all  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  shall,  after  tlie  adoption  here- 
of, be  considered  as  repealed. 

Ajqiroicd  hij  the.  Uocenior,  Feb.  11,  1818. 

A  committee  to  prepare  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was  appointed, 
and  their  report  was  accepted  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  8th  of  March. 

Thus  organized,  the  Institute  consisis  of  three  dci.artmenis  :— the 
HisToitiCAL,  having  for  its  object  the  collection  and  preservation  of 
whutcvcr  relates  to  the  geography,  antiquities,  civil  and  ecclesiasti- 
cal liistory  of  Essex  County,  in  Maosachusetts.  The  IsATritAL  IIis- 
ToiJY,  for  the  formation  of  a  Cabinet  of  natural  productions  in  gen- 
eral, and  more  particularly  of  those  of  the  County,  and  for  a  Library 
of  standard  works  on  the  natural  sciences.  The  Hoirncui.TUKAL, 
for  promoting  a  tasie  for  the  culti\ation  of  choice  fruits  andflowers, 
and  also  Cor  colleciing  works  on  horticulture  and  agriculture  in  con- 
nection with  the  general  Library. 

LlIiKAUY. 

The  Library  contains  about  22,000  volumes,  comprising  numerous 
IllcH  of  new.spapers,  pul)lic  documents,  local  histories,  ;  also  the 
trunMictlons  or  collections  of  various  historical,  agricultural,  scien- 
WtW  uml  oiIkt  societies;  besides  many  valuable  works  illustrative  of 
tlu-  n:jtutal  hclences;  about  r)0,000  pamphlets,  (exclusive  of  dupli- 
catr-.)  ix»llti(  ol,  lilslorlcal,  educational,  *^Lc.,  unbound,  arranged  ac- 
cording to  BUbJeCtJi. 

These  Imve  principally  been  obtained  by  donations  or  exchanges. 
A|ni>Mg  llie  donors  may  he  mentioned  our  late  lamented  Tresident, 
lion.  1).  A.  White,  who  has  at  dillerent  times,  during  his  life  and  at 
Ills  decease,  given  or  bequeathed  some  8,000  volumes  comprising  a 
gooil  rerles  of  the  Old  English  Classics,  also  of  the  Latin  and  Greek, 
and  several  volumes  piinted  during  the  15th  and  IGtli  centuries, — 
the  late  Mrs.  Eliza  L.  Kogers,  who  bcqucr:thcd  a  copy  of  Audubon's 
Birds  of  America;  and  the  late  Ichabod  Tucker  and  Ihenias  Cole, 
besides  many  friends  of  the  Institute  whose  names  it  A^ould  be  in- 
vidious to  mention.  Over  two  thousand  books  and  pamphlets  were 
added  to  the  library  during  the  past  year  by  donation  and  exchange. 

MCSEIIM. 

The  several  departments  of  the  Institute  arc  well  represented, 
and  in  a  number  of  the  classes  of  the  Aninial  Kingdom  the  collec- 
tions are  inferior  to  but  one  or  two  others  in  the  Country;  though 
the  crowded  state  of  the  rooms  devoted  to  the  Museum  will  not  al- 
low of  their  being  so  advantageously  arranged  as  is  desirable.  Tlie 
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specimens  in  several  of  the  classes  are,  however,  arranged  and  iden- 
tified, and  catalogues  of  these  -will  soon  be  published,  in  order  to 
do  as  much  good  as  possible  Mith  the  duplicate  specimens  a  large 
number  have  been  sent,  as  donations,  to  other  Institutions,  during 
the  past  j  ear  and  several  other  collections  are  now  being  made  up 
for  transmission.  In  consequence  of  this  liberal  use  of  its  rich  sup- 
ply of  duplicates,  the  Institute  has  been  the  recipient  of  large  and 
valuable  collections  from  Scientific  Institutions  and  men,  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad,  and  the  specimens  are  now  arriving  in  such 
numbers  as  to  tax.  its  resources  to  their  utmost  in  order  that  the 
proper  care  be  taken  of  these  treasures. 

The  following  estimate  of  the  number  of  specimens  (exclusive  of 
a  large  number  of  duplicates)  in  tlie  various  tlepartments  of  the 
Museum  presents  a  general  view  of  tlie  character  of  the  collection 
at  the  present  time. 

Historical  I)j:rAi;TMi:>;T. 

The  section  of  Ethnology  contains  about  1400  specimens,  illustra- 
ting the  liabit*,  costumes,  war  and  domestic  implements  of  the  va- 
rious races  and  nations. 

In  the  section  of  Manuscripts  there  are  a  very  large  number  of 
Manuscripts  velatiug  to  our  early  civil  and  ecclesiastical  history. 

In  the  section  of  Fine  Arts  there  are  several  hundred  Portraits, 
Vaintings  and  Engravings,  many  of  which  are  of  great  historical 
value.

Monday  evenings  of  each  month,  and  Field  meetings  during  the 
summer  months  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

The  first  fleld  meeting  took  place  in  Danvers  on  Tuesday,  June 
12,  1840.  At  that  time  the  interesting  localities  of  the  Vaccinimn 
vitis-idca  lu  Danvers,  also  that  of  the  Andromeda  polifoUa  near  Ce- 
dar pond  in  "Wenham,  were  visited.  These  meetings  were  continued 
for  some  two  or  three  years,  when  they  were  discontinued  in  conse- 
quence of  the  removal  by  death  of  several  of  those  members  who 
were  the  most  interested,  among  whom  rnny  be  mentioned  Thoma-s 
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Cole,  a  gnuluate  of  Harvard  of  the  class  of  1798 ;  for  many  years  a 
resident  of  Salem;  a  distinguished  teacher,  a  ripe  and  elegant 
scholar;  and,  in  the  later  years  of  his  life,  a  distinguished  micro- 
Kcopist.  His  decease  occurred  on  the  2-lth  of  June,  l8o2.  Andi:i:w 
Nichols,  a  vaUuid  Physician';  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Essex 
County  Natural  History  Society ;  its  president  from  the  period  of 
its  organization  until  the  annual  meeting  in  June  1845,  at  which 
time  he  resigned  the  oHice.  Born  in  the  rural  part  of  Danvers, 
where  nature  was  unusually  attractive  to  its  admirers,  he  early  im- 
bibed q  taste  for  the  study  and  investigation  of  its  woiks.  He  was 
particularly  conversant  with  the  geological  formations,  and  with 
the  wild  flowers  and  trees  of  his  neighborhood,  many  of  Avhich  he 
was  the  first  to  recognize  and  publish  to  the  world,  through  his  friend 
Dr.  Jacob  Ligelow,  in  the  '-Florula  Bo^toniensis."  He  died  on  the 
thirty-flrst  of  ^Nlarch,  1853. 

In  consequence  of  the  accession  of  several  young  and  enthusias- 
tic memljers,  tliese  meetings  were  again  renewed  in  the  summer  of 
1.S5G,  and  have  been  continued  since  that  time  with  great  success 
and  an  increasing  interest.  Usually  six  are  held  each  season  in  dif- 
foient  places  in  tlie  county,  as  ciicumstances  may  decide.  Thus  far 
meetings  have  been  held  in  twenty-seven  of  the  thirty-four  towns  be- 
longing to  the  county,  and  in  thirty-five  diflercnt  localities.  The 
forenoon  is  devoted  to  rambling  in  the  woods  and  lields,  or  on  the 
beach,  in  quest  of  Nature's  treasures  or  visiting  some  old  historic 
or  antiquarian  relic.  Jn  the  afternoon  the  attendants  assemble  in 
some  church,  town-hall,  or  schoolhouse,  and  after  a  collation  dis- 
cuss the  subjects  presented  to  notice  duiing  the  day.  The  public 
are  invited  to  be  present  and  to  participate  on  these  occasions;  and 
these  meetings  are  now  very  popular  and  largely  attended. 

The  first  evening  meeting  took  place  on  TJiursday,  Dec.  11,  1851. 
They  have  since  l)een  continued  during  the  wintry  months  and  have 
been  fully  attended  by  members  and  their  friends. 

LliCTUKCS. 

Two  courses  of .  jNHscellaneous  lectures  on  the  Natural  Sciences 
have  been  given  by  the  Society. 

One,  of  six  lectures,  during  the  Spring  of  18G3,  by  Professors 
Agassiz,  S.  Tenney,  J.  P.  Cooke,  W.  B.  Rogers,  and  I^Iessrs.  C.  M. 
Tracy,  andF.  \V.  Putnam.  The  other,  a  course  of  leji  lectures,  during 
the  winter  of  1803  and  1804,  by  Dr.  C.  T.  Jackson,  Professor  B. 
Peirce,  President  Hill  of  Harvard  University,  and  Messrs.  C.  W. 
Tuttle,  Cleveland  ALbe,  N.  E.  Atwood,  Alpheus  Hyatt,  C.  M.  Tracy, 
and  A.  E.  Verrill. 
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Rev.  J.  L.  Kussell,  in  May,  16r>2,  delivered  a  course  of  ten  lectures 
on  the  Development  of  the  Plant,  to  a  private  class  in  the  rooms  of 
the  Institute;  also  a  similar  course  in  the  months  of  January  and 
February,  18.VJ.  During  the  winter  of  1853  and  1854,  several  of  the 
lueeliugs  were  devoted  by  Mr.  Kussell  to  lectures  on  lusecis. 

F.  W.  rntuam  in  the  months  of  April  and  Mny,  18G1,  delivered  a 
{ curse  of  lectures  on  Zoiilo-y  in  the  Hall  of  the  Instiiute ;  also  a 
course  of  live  lectures  on  Insects,  on  the  five  Thursday  evenings  of 
March,  18(;5,  at  the  Lycenm  Hall,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute. 

C.  M.  Tracy  gave  a  course  of  eight  lectures  on  Eotany,  at  the  In- 
btlU:te  rooms,  connnencing  on  Saturday  afternoon,  April  29,  18C5, 
niKl  coiuinued  on  successive  Saturdays. 

Pflil.ICATIONS. 

Two  riiblic;itioi!s  are  issued  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee 
of  till-  IiisiiliiK".  From  the  year  ]8j8  to  that  of  isUO,  two  volinnes 
of  till'  l'i;(K.i.i:iMN(;s  or  iin:  ]':ssi:x  L\bTiTt;TK  \vere  published.

Coli.i:c- 
lU).\f»  (iV  iin;  Fs>i;\  Inmimti;,  which  contains  al)straets  from  the 
olil  Tuwn  .kilt!  C  hun  li  litcords,  old  Journals  and  Diaries,  and  those

liii?^.  llcfiMC  the  clo>c  of  the  year  thhs  publication  was  issued  in 
rcijular  bl'iiioiithly  j  nris  and  has  now  reached  its  seventh  volume. 
Truin  ItiCUto  \HV,:l,  the  third  volume  of  the  rrocccdings  was  puli- 
lUlied.  With  the  commcncdnicnt  of  the  year  18G1,  the  Proceedings 
.were  somewhat  changed  in  their  character  and  issued  quarterly. 
Tlic  cl;;ht  numhers  published  during  ISGl  and  1SC5  form  volume 
fouith,  and  contain  the  records  of  the  meetings,  with  the  quarleily 
lists  of  the  «.!onati(nis  to  tiie  ^Museum  and  Liln-ary,  and  connnunica- 
tlons  on  Natural  Ili.>-tory  and  Horticulture  Avhich  have  been  read  be- 
fore the  Society.  The  Communications  are  distinctly  paged  to  al- 
low of  their  seperate  binding  if  desired.  Filteen  octavo  plates  and 
a  number  of  wood  cuts  accompany  the  fourth  volume. 

The  Xatl'u.vlists'  DiiiKCTOUY  is  published  with  the  Proceedings, 
connnencing  with  number  five  of  volume  fourth.  It  is  paged  by  it- 
self antl  is  intended  to  be  bound  as  a  distinct  work.  AVhen  complet- 
ed, it  will  contain  as  full  a  list  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain  of  all  Natu- 
ralists in  the  ■world,  giving  their  address  in  full  and  the  department 
In  which  they  are  engaged.  There  will  be  three  diHereut  orders  of 
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arrangement  of  the  names,  viz.,  Alphabetically,  S^'blemaiically 
and  Go(;graphically.  In  the  Appendix,  notices  of  .specimens  for  salf, 
or  exclian.ue;  ^vants ;  addresses  of  Taxidermists,  Dealers  in  sjieci- 
mens  and  naturalists'  apparatus  &c. ;  also,  the  addresses  of  KaUn  al 
History  Artists,  and  such  otlier  matters  as  ^Yill  make  the  ^York  one  of 
general  reference  by  Naturalists,  ^Yill  be  given.  Fart  First  of  tlie 
Directory,  consisting  of  thirty-six  pages,  was  issued  Avith  the  tiflh 
number  of  volume  fourth  of  the  Froceedings  and  contained  the  a^l- 
dresscs  of  tiie  Naturalists  in  North  America  and  the  AVest  Indies, 
under  an.  alphabetical  arrangement.  Tlie  Second  part  \vas  com- 
menced in  the  sixth  number  and  will  be  completed  during  the  next 
year.  This  part  \vill  contain  the  addresses  of  the  North  Aujcrican 
and  West  Indian  Naturalists,  arranged  under  the  various  dcparluicKts 
of  study.

Ill  1854  Miss  Caroline  Pliinniier  beqiicnthcd  to  the  Salcni  Allie- 
nteum  $30,000,  to  be  expended  in  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building 
to  contain  the  Library  ol*  that  Institution;  granting  liberty,  also,  to 
liave  the  rooms  occupied  Tor  meetings  ol'  literary  and  scientilic  so- ' 
cieties,  and  for  tlic  deposit  of  woiks  of  art  and  natural  productions. 
She  moreover  provides,  that  in  case  the  Library  of  the  Athenanim 
should  ever  become  a  public  library  her  bequest  should  not  be  for- 
feited ;  evidently  designingthat  the  building  erected  from  the  proceeds 
of  her  legacy  should  be  the  seat  of  letters  and  science  in  this  place.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  L  Objects. 

The  objects  of  the  Esskx  Institute  are  the  collection  nnd  preser- 
vation of  niaterials  for  the  Civil  and  Natural  History  of  the  Countv 
of  E.s.^ex,  till'  promotion  of  the  Science  of  NaturarUistory  and  the 
advancement  of  Horticulture. 

AirncLE  II.  OriTcrus. 

The  ollicers  of  the  Institute  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  A'ice 
Pre.-sident  of  each  department,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Librarian, 
a  Superintendent  of  the  Museum,  and  Curators  ;  who,  together,  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Directors. 

AirncLE  III.  :MEMi5Kns. 

Any  person  residing  in  the  County  of  Essex  may  be  chosen  a 
Resident  Member. 

Any  pei  son  not  residing  in  the  County  of  Essex  may  be  chosen  a- 
('orresponding  member. 

Any  liesident  .Member  who  shall  remove  from  the  County  may  be- 
coihe  a  Corresponding  Member  by  giving  notice  of  his  removal  and 
paying  all  arrears. 

Resident  Members  only  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  or  be  eligible  to 
any  otlice.

Akticle  V.  ]Mei:tings. 

Meetings  shall  be  held  every  year  at  the  rooms  of  the  Institute  on 
the  second  Wednesday  in  the  months  of  Eebruary,  INIay,  August  and 
November,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Meeting  in  ]May  shall  be  the  regular  Annual  JMeeting  of  the 
Institute. 

Other  Meetings  may  be  called  as  provided  in  the  By-Laws. 

AnTicLE  VI.  Qt;oKu:\i. 

Five  Members  shall  be  a  Quorani  for  holding  any  meeting  of  the 
the  Institute,  or  of  the  Board  of  Director^i.

The  By-LaAvs  shall  not  be  rei)eale(.l  or  amended  except  by  tlie 
votes  of  Iwo-thirds  of  tlie  Resident  IMembers  present  at  a  Stati-d 
Meetini;.

The  SECUErAUY  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  and  record  their 
proceetlim^s  ;  notify  all  members  and  ollicers  of  tueir  election;  have 
charu'c  of  all  ])apers  and  documents;  conduct  the  general  corres- 
pomlence,  ami  report  the  doings  of  the  Institute  during  the  year,  at 
the  annual  meeliug.  lie  shall  also  be,  cj-ojjicin,  a  member  of  all 
Standing  Committees.

The  LiiniAirEVN  shall  receive  and  shall  have  in  custody  all  books 
and  other  printed  works,  maps,  charts  and  diagrams  of  tlie  Institute, 
atteml  to  tiieir  arrangement,  cataloguing  and  ]>reservation ;  condtiet 
the  correspondence  relating  to  the  Library;  acknowledge  all  dona- 
tions thereto,  aiul  report  on  its  condiiioii  at  the  animal  meeting. 

'I'he  Si!fEiaNTENDENT  sliall  have  the  general  charge  of  all  speci- 
mens belonging  to  the  Museum,  their  arrangement  and  preser- 
vation; acknowledge  all  donations  to  the  ^Museum:  conduct  the  coi-- 
respondence  relating  to  it;  make  such  use  of  the  tiui)licale.s  as  may 
be  benelleial  to  science,  and  report  annually  on  its  condition. 
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The  CiTvATORS  shall  have  the  special  charge  of  the  arrangenient, 
cataloguing  and  labeling  of  specimens  belonging  to  tlieir  re.speelivo 
beciion.s.

The  Vice  President  and  Curators  of  each  of  these  Departments, 
with  the  Superintendent,  shall  be  a  committee  for  its  management. 

CnAi>TEu  IV.  Of  the  I\Iusi:rM. 

Tlie  Museum  shall  be  open  to  Members  and  the  public  at  such 
times  and  uuder  such  regulations  as  the  Directors  may  determine. 

No  speciuieu  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  except  by  pei'inission 
of  the  Committee  of  the  department  to  which  it  belongs,  tipon  a 
written  application  made  to  the  Secretary,  or  Sui)eriutendent ; 
specimens  may,  however,  be  sent  by  the  Superintendent  to  acknowl- 
ed-ed  competent  persons  for  identilication. 

Every  facility  in  the  power  of  the  Superintendent,  and  consistent 
with  the  welfare  of  the  specimens,  shall  be  given  to  persons  visit- 
ing the  Museum  for  the  purpose  of  study  and  comparison. 

ClIAPTEll  V.  OF  TilE  LlllRAllV. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  divide  the  books  and  other  articles 
belonging  to  the  Library  into  three  classes,  a  iz  :  (a)  those  which 
ai-3  nSt  to  be  removed  from  the  building;  (b)  those  which  may  be 
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tMk(Mi  from  the  hulls  only  by  written  ])erniission  of  three  members 
of  the  committee,  who  siiall  take  a  receipt  for  the  same  and  be  re- 
sponsible for  their  safe  return;  (c)  those  which  may  circulate  under 
the  f(;llowing  rules. 

Members  shall  be  entitled  to  take  from  the  Library  one  folio,  or 
two  (juarto  volumes,  or  four  volumes  of  any  lesser  fold,  witli  the 
plates  l)elon<i.ini;  to  the  same,  upon  liavin^?  them  recorded  by  the 
Librarian,  or  Assistant  Librarian,  and  promising  to  make  ^;oo(l  any 
(lamaice  they  sustain  while  in  their  possession,  and  to  replace  the 
same  if  lost,  or  pay  the  sum  llxed  by  the  Library  Committee. 

No  person  shall  lend  any  book  beloni^ing  to  the  Institute,  except- 
iuic  to  a  member,  under  a  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  evej  y  such  ollence . 

The  Library  Committee  may  allow  members  to  take  move  than  the 
allotted  number  of  books  upon  a  written  api)lication,  and  may  also 
l)crmit  otlier  persons  than  members  to  use  the  Library,  under  such 
con(ntions  as  they  may  impose. 

No  pei'son  shall  detain  any  book  lon<rer  than  four  weeks  from  the 
time  of  its  being  taken  from  the  Library,  if  notilied  that  the  same  is 
\\.inted  I)y  anotlier  member,  under  a  penalty  of  live  cents  per  day, 
and  no  volume  shall  be  retained  longer  than  three  months  at  one 
time  under  the  same  penalty. 

The  J.ibrarian  shall  have  power,  by  order  of  the  Library  Commit- 
tee, to  call  in  any  volume  after  it  has  been  retained  by  a  n)end)er  lor 
ten  days. 

On  or  before  the  llrst  Wednesday  in  iMay,  all  books  shall  l^e  re- 
turned to  the  Library,  and  a  p(;nalry  of  live  cents  per  day  shall  be 
in)|)(>s('d  for  each  volume  detained. 

Labels  designating  the  class  to  which  each  book  belongs  shall  be 
l^laced  u[)on  its  c(n'er.
